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The President on National Affairs.
From the Times,

In taking part, indirectly, in the Canstitu.
tional debate, the President has greatly helped
to bring members back to a consideration of the
perile which sy follow n cureloss tinkerlog ol
our onzanie law. And his words of counsel and
sugeestion met a response yesterday, from one
soction of whe Honse at loast. The greatness of
the smendmernt already engralted upon the Con-
stitution, by which slavery is forever abelished,
the President desires to have kept steadily in
view. The furreaching effects of that amend-
went be seeks to ewphasize, as alfording guarin-
tecs thet the institution ¢an no longer be an ele-
ment of political division or of strife. The danger
of multiplying additiona ] amendments he points

out with great foree. Bat he mildly sugeests
that if additional amendments supplementary ol
the grand Constitutional provision for the over-
throw of slavery are to be made, they mlght be
compressed Into n declaration thet:—"'Kepre-
gentuntion shall be apportioned among the seye-
ral Btates which may be included within the
Union according to the number of qualided
votors in such State, and direet wxes shall he
apportioned among the several States which
may be included within the Unlon accordiug to
the value of all taxable property in each State.”

Buch n Copstitutional amendment as this he
thinks feasible, probably on the ground that it
would leave the question of sulirage where it
hus always belonged, and might also supply an
inducement to each Btate to have the list of its
I(-gnlquuahﬂcd voters us large as a regard to
local interests would permil, The argument on
the other gide he does not touch. But to such
extent as is here indicated the President would
go, for the sake of leaving to individual Stales
the right of control over the soffrage, while at
the same time supplying them with motives to
remove politieal disabiticies of the uurepresented
clussos among them us fust as may be poasible or
expedient.

There is doubtless something in this view of
the case—although it does not cover the whole
argument, There 18 no longer a slave popula-
tion at the South 10 count threefifths in the
u.Ppumoumf'm ol Represeatotives, and that basis
ol distribution, however good an expedient it
may have been, is destroyed by the march of
evente. To continue it—supposing the States
themselves were content with guch a share I
the national representntion as It would glyve
them—would be & practical recognition of a 1ﬁ-‘r]
gocin! institution a8 a living political power. On
the other hand, Lo count the entire binck popu.
Jation in any new busls of ap[‘mrtlunmpnl, while
decrecing the perpetnal political disablly of
that class, would certainly be a surrender to one
section of the country of a share of representa.
tive strtensth to which it bas never before lad
¢laim, and which could only be conceded at the
expense ol aquity.

The preut central point, however, which the
Presdent and those who cordinlly act witn him
in Congress scek to aflirm in any proposition
looking to further amendments of the Constitu-
tion, is the 1act thal the lutely insurgent States
have never been out of the Unilon: that they
consequently #till possess certain imdestructible
rights; and that the less these rights gre im-
sired (consistent ﬂlWliS{H with the national
onor and safety), the better for the whole
country. The argument is not one founded on
any mere senumentss of regard for “erring
brothren,” It is a practical matter of concern
for us, a8 well us for them. Aside from the tunda-
mental prioeiple that in every free community
tuxaion implies the righi of representation, we
have to look at this matter of taxes on Southern
propérty from the standpoint of our tiscal ne
cessities,

Our 1ight to tax these unrepresented States—
a right which we have exercised all through the
wur—implies that they have never been out of
the Union, All their ordinances of secession
wery simply so many attempta (o get out, These
atteupts proved abortive; and wll the resolus
tions, and ordinances, and proclamations of the
secession leaders became simply the expressions
of u porpose which was destines never to be
fultlled. This point settled, we set 1o gather un
taxes on everylhing taxable, Sonth as well as
North, And i we e indiferent to the princl-
ple of permittivg representation and taxation (o
o hand in hand, 16t us at least not rorget thit
every day that prolongs the disability ot the
Bouth prolongs alto the state of lnaostrial col-
lapee induced by the war, hinders the influx of
capital, retards the progress of immigration,
and, us aycertuin consequence, leseens the income
we gcek 1o gel to belp us in beuring the national
burdens.

ThLe deliberations of Concress, in view of these
fucts, oughit surely to be direcied, with judicious
temperalenes-, to the question ol early restora-
tion. Words utlered, or resolutions framed, in
any spirit of vengeance or hatred§ ave gadly ont
ol pluee, We are not dealing with private
wrongs or grievences, but with the intereste of
vast communities, Euch day that tinds these
communitics vnrepresented in the  National
Leglslniure, negravates the reaponsibility of
continuing to govern them by abnormal milltary
law. If this responsibilily is not felt by & ma-
jority o Congress, it Is felt by the President,
and it is assuredly felt deeply and widely by the
people, who see an increasing public debt and
dimmished revenue returns in whatever deci-
sions of Uopgress tend ounecessarily to delay
the greut day of Reatoration,

Our Revenue Systom.
From the Tribune.

The last Congress authorized a Commission to
investigate and scrotimze the whole subject ol
tuxation, with a view to the simplificarion of
our revenue system, 20 88 o render our taxes
lese multifarious and less burdensome, That
Commission hus made its firac report, whereot a
BYNOPEiE appears in our columune tais morning.
The changes they propoge are numerons, fm-
portant, aud, we bolieve, in the main, judicious,
Among them are the following :—

1. An exemption of sll lncomes below S1000
from the income tax,

2. A reduction ol the tax on distilled liguors
from $2 w0 §1 per gallon.

3. A remisslon o all waxed now levied on wear-
ing upparel,

4. A repenl of the taxes now levied on pie iron
(§2°40 per ton), coal (six cents per ton), and
crude petroleum (§1 per gallon),

. A repeal of all taxes now leyied on books,
maghzines, aud pamphlets, leaving the present
tixes on paper, leather, ete., untouched,

6. A reduction by onehall of the dutles now
IE\_'_lu-d on home manufactures generally,

T. A repeal of all taxes now levied on repairs
of engines, ours, carringes, ships, elc.

8, A vepeal of all tuxes embodied in sehedule
A of the Internal Revenue act of lasi session,
except those on billlard tables,

9. A reduction of the tax now levied on bro-
;ir&aalm of stocks from $5 per $1000 to 81 per

10, An increase of the tax on raw cotton from
2 to b centa per pound,

—These moditications are p‘rop{)ﬁed to take
effect on ibe Ist day of July next, or at the
commencement of the next tiscal year; ana thewr
Eonern effect will be n reduction of unr present

urdenof interoal taxes by about ene-fourth,
Yet, oven with these mellorations, they ealoulnte
that our internal revenue will smount, for the
yeur ensuing, to no less than $297,000,000, suf
for duties on lmports o §130,000,000, making an

revenue of $507,000,000, I, then, the
cost of supporiing our Government soall be
$100,000,000 (and it certmnly ought not o bhe
more) and the mterest on our publle debt shoutd
mu-.? £167,000,000 (which it will not), there
would be left $100,000,000 to apply 1o the reduc-

tion of the prinoipal of our national debi, at
which rate it would be ulterly wxtinguished
within twenty to twenty-five yearw,

Lot Congrees but  avoid needless aggravations

of gur publle burdens by the assumpuon of
[

State and looal debts, or the “equalizing” o
bounties, or the crestion of a Iarge stunding
army, or any of the gigsntic schemes of public
plunder now rifo, snd we shall very sson be
able to reduce the soveral rates of taxation with-
out dimlnishing their productiveness, untul the
welght of our glgantic bprdens will scarcely be
felt, beesuse our aegregates of popnlation, pro-

Bankrupicy and
- British Free Trade.

On the 12th of January, 1843, Mr. Walter For-
ward, Becretary of the Treasury, reported to
Congress the result of negotiationa for a loan of
$4,600,000, which negotintions were begun in
April, 1842, Only two bide had been made for
this loan—onejct $60,000 and one of $80,000, bolh
at 96 per cent, for & 6 por cent, twenly years
gtock, The Becretary, in a special report to
Congress, sald: —The repeated fallures inourred
in negotiating &t home upon advantageous or
creditable terms suggested the policy of sending
an agent abrood for the purpose of endeavoring
to effect a favorable negotiation in Eneland or
upon the Continent, Accordingly, a gentleman
of the aghest consideration for intelligence and
Integrity was selected for the purpose, and left
the United Scates in July last. 1 regret to com:
nunicate that he hos since returned without
enectivg the object of his mission.”

The United States of Amerfea ‘shinning”
through Europe for the paltry sum of $3,5600,000,
apd turned away with flat refusal from the door
of every banking-house at whieh our poverty
compelled us to stand, hat in hand, humiliated
boggura ] British free trade breught the nation
to chat diserace. The repeul of the protective
taritl of 1828, by successive singes of ruinous
lemilation in 1834, 1830, and years following,
toppled the country down from the height ot
proeperous Industry on which that wise mea-
stre of economy placed it into starnation and
bankrupey. Mills, furnaces, and workshops were
everywhere closed; mechanics were starving
or wandering as beggars townrds the pablic
domain: poorhouses were filled; money was
scorce and mterest devouréd; land had {allen
to one-ball and a third ol its, previous value;
lawyers and sherdffs were everywhere busy;
banks were in suspension: States l'epul;lint['(i
thewr debts; the General Government had not
money enough to pay it legislative and execu-
tive officiale thelr salaries, and was utterly
without oredit; the burden of bankraptey upon
merchants, manuiacturers, and meu o every
business was g0 unlversal and so crushing that
Congress had to Iree the people throughout the
Union from their” indebledness 1o ench other by
a general vankrupt law. There never was in the
history of civil atfairs & more frightful demoo-
siration of the falsity of u false theory than the
prostrate condition of this country in 1842 fur-
nished of the untrutbfulness and wickedness of
the policy of British free trade,

States, then borrowing money on short nme
from it8 own citizens, had tendercd and pnd

Whenge came this marvellous ability to lend?
Whence came this abihty to borrow? It came
from the realized wealth and prodigious ind is-
try of the country creat:d by the tariff of 1861
and ite subsequent amendments, with 1he aid of
the “accidental tariil™ of the high price of gold
necded to pay customs. Adhersnee to the policy
which established this industry and created th
wenlth will mage the nation more prosperous
in the [uture than it has ever been in the past.
A new embrace of British iree trade will
assuredly bring it to poverly, bankrupicy, and
the necessity of repudiation,

The Freedmen®s Burenu~The Wild Legis«
lation et Congiess.

We hnve already chronicled the fact that the
bill enlarging the powers of the Freedmen's
Buredu has passed the United States Senate by o
lorge majority. It is, therefore, now before the
House of Hepresentatives, and to that body
must the people look for the rejection of the
scheme,

Prepared as the Ameriean pl'f‘?ﬂl" must have
been lor wimost every kind of wild and reckless
legislation, under radical rule in Uongress, we
believe we express their unanimous sentiment
whon we state that a measure baving the ranut-
cations ol this Freedmen’s Burean never entered
their minds, What does this bill propose? 1t
provides that its operations shall exwend fo re.
tugees and freedmen in the sectiow eovercd by
the Rebellion; that 1his section shall be divided
into districta: those districlts intn subedistricts,
vot exceeding the number of counties or parishes
in each State; and that each district #od sub-
district shall have its local agent, al 4 salury of
fiiteen hundred dollars per unnum, Now that
the war is over, we do not see what the Govern-

ment has to do with refugees, Ell[l[ll}ﬂill{i{ them |
b

to be white, any more than it has to do with the
paupers in our almsiouse at Bellevue, We,
tberciore, in couslderiug the subject of this
Frecomen's Bureau, throw them ount of the scale
ultogether.

Now, how will this measure operate? By the
provisious of the bill the Seeretary ol War is
authorized to *‘issue rn.\'iatuuu. clothing, fuel
and other supplies, including medieal stores and
transportation, ag may be deemed neadful,” ete.
In other words, it Is estublishing a gigaatic Gov
ernment poorkouge lor the emancipated blacks;
and those who have pluntation expoarience of the
vegro character know that he will not be slow
to wvall himeelt of the benetits of an elemosy-
nary institution like the one proposed. The
measure is not only n bad, but & wicked one.
It demoralizes the “negro; it encourages him
in habits of lmamess; it offers s preminm to
indolence and affords shelter and protection
to the black man which have never boen,
und . probably npever will be, accorded
by .the Government to the poor white
wun n the South. It will place s use-
less Government officlal in every counaly and
parish in the lute revolting States, constituting
altogether ap Unmense srmy ot greedy office-
holders, 1t will saddle the country with un enor-
mous expenditure, say fliteen, perhaps twenty
millions of dollars a year. It will force upon
the Governmeut & milllon of pegroes as per
petunl dependanis and pensioners, all, no aoubt,
periectly contented, Lecsuise they have all they
want—plenty ot ratlons, sbundancs to eat and
drink, and no work. It will foster the hivin
of drones, It will m_uk-'- the tdle more idle, an
the lazy Inrer. Briefly, it will paralvze the
industry of the Souih, and §8 nothing in any
particular but a reckless, extravagant, gigan-
tie pod preposierous scnéme of Government
charity. And what will make it more in.erest-
ing to our overburihened twxpayers, they wull
have to pay for it. I the bill is lntended a8 an
experimoent, I may serve the purpoee of oo eng
bling act to permit those Congressmen who
have 6 single 1dea—and that about the negro—
to ventilate thelr oratory.

1t appears, nlso, that the “land ol steady habits”
cngages in this business every day in the week,
Smugeling, we learn from the Boston Commer-
cial bulictin, 15 now a permanent institution, not
so much by running goods ashore rrom ships as
by landing whole enrgoes nlong the entire coast
of Mussachusetis and the rest of New England.

“The custom-houses,"” says the Hulletin, “have

to the smuegelers as to themsalves, and of course
theer are glways avolded; but a milhon of men
would not be enough to line our extensive coast
and guard all the places where goods can be
landed, Our revenue-cutters are limited in their
supply of coal, a tact which i# also well known,
and therefore they cannot overhaul vessels at

upprebend from interference in their ulieit
traflie,”
